Ge | 
wo nment, no wayes to be altered, undermined, [ubvorted, dir e(f- 
ly or indirefly, under the puilt and pain of High Treaſon in A 
thole who attempt it ; eſpecially by Fraud, Force, or armed 
Power. 

[ ſhall in the ſecond place preſent you in briefPropoli- 
tions, a Summary of the chieteft and moſt conſiderable of 
them, which our prudent Anceſtors in former ages, and 
our lateſt reall Parliaments, have both declared to be, 
andeagerly conteſted for, as Fundzmenta!l and Eſſentiall 
to their very being and well being, a8 a Free people, Kins lame, 
Republich, unwilling to be enflaved under any yohes of 
Tyranny or arbitrary power, that ſo the whole Nation 
may the more per{picuouſly know and diſcern them, the 
more trenuouſl]y contend for them, the more vigilantly 
watch againſt their violations, underminings in any 
kind, by any Pawers, or Pretences whatſoever; and 
tranſmit, pespetuatethem inticely to their poſterities, as 
their beſt and chietceft inhericance.

{cfſement whattoever, for Defence of the Realm by Land 
or Sea, orany other | ud. IcK ordinary, or extracoriing: y 
occation, way or oughtto be impoſed, or levyed upon 
all or any of the Freemen of England, by reaſon of any 
pretended or reall Danger, Neciity or other pretext ; 
by the Kings of England, or atiy other Powers, but onely 
with and by their common conſent and Grant, in a free 
and Jawfull Parliament duly ſummoned and eleftcd : 
E xcept onely (ucl1 ancient, legall Ayds, as they arc ſpe- 
cially obliged to render by theic Tenure, Chartcrs, 
Contratts, and the Comron Law of England. 

2. That no Freeman of England ought to be arreftec, 
confined, impriſoned, in any private Caftles, or remote, 
unuſual! Priſons under Sqguldicrs or other Guardians, 
but onely in ufuall or Common Gaols, under {fworn, 
reſpontible Gaolers, in the County where he lives, or is 
apprehended, and where his Friends may freely vifit and 
relieve him with neceffaries: And rhat onely for ſume juſt, 
and legall cauſe expretiled in the Writ, Warrant, or Pro- 
celſc,by which he is arrfted,or impriſoned; which oughe 
to be legally executed by known, legal, reſponſible 
ſworn Othcers of Tufice,not unknown military Others, 
Troopers, or other i:legall Circhpols, That no fuch 
Freeman ought to be denied bail, Mainprife, or the bc- 
nefit of an Hhtas Corpus, or any Other Legal Writ for his 
enlargement, when bailable or incumpernable by Law ;
